The Bureau of Forestry at 
Washington has become inter- 
ested in the proposition and is 
lending exhibits, efi-., and there 
will be men to lecture on various 
phases of the forest interests. 

It is a sad fact that Eastern 
Kentucky fails to produce enough 
food products to supply its own 
people and one object of the 
special train is to awaken fin in- 
terest in providing a better as- 
sortment and greater quantity of 
fruits and vegetables for home 
consumption as wel 1 as for ex- 
port. If this state of affairs can 
be brought about, the drain up- 
on the monev earnings of the av- 
erage family will be lessened and 
an additional source of revenue 
provided.
